\ N inflammation of: the external parts of 
the body is a very common diſeaſe, 
2 may proceed from a thouſand different 
cauſes; ſuch as a blow, a fall, a contuſion, 
&c. from external accident: internally, from

in almoſt all the gun-ſhor wounds, which he 
ought to have ſtimulated and recalled to life, 
inſtead of accelerating the mortification by 
-emollients:. This fact, which makes*no apo- 
- logy for emollient and relaxing medicines, was 
- atteſted to me by many of the profeſſion, who 
attended the army at that time. 

I cannot then diſſemble we ſurprize at this 
error not being corrected; articularly as 
the art of ſurgery has been ſo much itfi- 

proved of late years, and ſo fe of the faculty 
can poſſibly be ignorant of the bad effect of 
emollients. How is it poſſible to reconcile the 
action of theſe medicines with the idea every 
- - one mult form to himſelf of the nature of in- 
flammation? Is it not, on the contrary, very 
certain that, by this kind of application, we 
relax more and more the tumefied veſſels? 
that we render them by this means ſuſcepri- 
ble of a ſtill greater diſtenſion, and actually 
contribute to the evil terminations of inflam- 
matory diſorders?

The author I 
ſpeak of is Mr. Queſnay, who, in his Treatiſe 
on Suppuration, has placed the preparations 
of TT among the.number of repelling me- 
dicines.

own caſes. For, firſt, as he did not employ 
theſe remedies ſolely, but mixed them up with 
other compoſitions, ſo it does not follow that 
the preparations of Lead have a repelling 
quality, from the cure having been operated 
by repercuſſion.

tions. Sometimes this ſecond ſpecies of 
whitloe terminates in ſudden death, cauſed 
by the violence of the inflammation, or, in 
a more lingering one, the effect of a ſuppu- 
ration, penetrating in various directions along 
the hand, wriſt, and arm, where it forms 
matter, and brings on a train of a thouſand 
mortal ſymptoms. The perioſteum inflamed 
and ſuppurated conſtitutes the third kind of 
whitloe, in which the pains are very acute, 

and deeply ſeated. This is alſo attended 
with a violent fever, want of ſleep, deli- 
rium, and many other ſymptoms w which are 
commonly produced by the ſame cauſe as in- 
tenſe pain; the patient often falls into faint- 
ing-fits, and a caries of the bones is much 
to be apprehended from the third kind.

In the Medicinal Journal of June 1758, 


there is an intereſting letter, addreſſed to 
Mr. Vaudermonde by Mr. Boucher, a cele- 
brated phyſician, of Liſle in Flanders, who, 
after having unſucceſsfully tried all kinds of 


medicines to ſubdue a putrid quinſey, which 


depopulated the environs of that city, deter- 
mined at laſt to make uſe of the ſalt of Lead 
in one of theſe caſes, which he had under his 
inſpection. The mortified cruſts had ſo far 

revailed, as to cover a great part of the 


tonſils, and the anterior pillars of their parti- 


tion. To this end, he mixed four- and- twenty 
grains of the ſalt of Lead in two ounces of 


plantain- water, with which he touched the 


cruſts five or ſix times a-day, with a pencil 
made of lint.

If 
then the common method of treating them is 
often unſucceſsful, and even injurious, why 
not have recourſe to a remedy which expe- 
rience proves infallible, however conſiderable 
and inveterate the opthalmia may be? This 
remedy is no other than the extract of Saturn;

in their texture, endowed with a greater or 
leſs degree of ſenſibility, bear with equal 
ſucceſs the action of our metallic remedy. 
But not to enter into theoretical diſcuſſions, 
we will begin to fulfil our former engage- 
ments; and. give an account of fuch obſer- 
vations as we have made ourſelves, or have 
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been communicated to us by others, upon 
external inflammations. They all tend, invin-

applications of emollient and anodyne medicines,

As the matter came away but flowly, the breaſt 
continued of an enormous ſize; nor was its hard- 
neſs or livid colour at all diminiſhed ; ſo that there 
was great reaſon to fear, that the tumour would ei- 
ther become ſchirrhous or cancerous. As I had been 
often witneſs of the good effects of the vegeto-mi- 
neral water on the like occaſion, I ordered a ca- 
taplaſm of the ſaid water and white bread ; taking 
care previouſly to waſh the ſores well with the 
above water.

SECTION II. 


THE name of Burning is given to the 
change of the human body, which follows 
the application of fire. This change conſiſts 
in the ſudden deſtruction of the veſſels of the 
A Ro burned 
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burned part, and in the extravaſation, coa- 
gulation, and diſſipation of the humours. 
Burns are not only effected by contact with 
real fire, as that of a flaming hot coal, but 
alſo by contact of ſubſtances ſolid or fluid, 
which contain a great quantity of fiery parti- 
cles; ſuch, for example, as hot iron, boiling 
_ oil, water, gunpowder, &c. "= 
The ſymptoms of burns are reduced nearly 
to thoſe of inflammation; but a great diffe- 
rence is to be obſerved in their degree. 

1. Sometimes the action of the fire does 
not reach deeper than the cuticle, and mu- 
cous-ſubſtance below. In theſe ſlight burns, 
a number of bliſters ariſe on the part, be- 
come red, and occaſion an itching ſenſation; 
and by the ſeparation of the epidermis from 
the ſkin, the extremities of the nerves are 
left naked. Pain now commences, and of- 
ten with ſome degree of intenſeneſs ; but all 
theſe ſymptoms vaniſh in a ſhort time, and 
Nature effects a cure by renewing the out- 
ward ſkin. | 

2. A burn becomes more conſiderable, if 
the action of the fire has penetrated to the 
{kin and fat; for then heat and pain are highly 
encreaſed, together with a dryneſs and hard- 
neſs of the burned part, which is immedi- 
ately covered with little veſſels, filled with a 
yellowiſh humour. | 

3. In the moſt violent burns, not only the 
epidermis, the ſkin, and fat, are deſtroyed, 
but the membranes, muſcles, veſſels, and 
| D 5 even 
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even the bones themſelves are conſumed 
and in the place of the hve parts, there re- 
mains a black inſenſible ſlough; in a word, 
a dead mats. 5 HP . 1 

It is eaſy to conceive, and experience ſuf- 
ficiently proves, that the effects of burns va- 
ry, according to the diverfity of cauſes. Boil- 
ing oil makes more conſiderable impreſſion 
than boiling water. A burn from pitch or ro- 
Iin is ſtill more to be feared. Red-hot iron, 
which touches gently, as it paſſes the body, 
leaves leſs traces than when it is ſtrongly ap- 
plied for a confiderable time: aqua-fortis, 
gunpowder, different ſpecies of cauſtics pro- 
duce difterent burns. 8 

It is eſſentially neceſſary to remark the na- 
ture and extent of the parts of the body, 
which have ſuffered from fire; for it is evi- 
dent that the danger is more or leſs great, 
according to the ſtructure and uſe of the 
parts burned, and the more or leſs ſpace ſuch 
Parts occupy. The temperament and conſti- 
tution of the patient ought alſo to weigh 
with us, in forming our opinion of thoſe diſ- 
eaſes. In general, the deeper the burn, the 
more is to be apprehended from it. 

The remedies againſt burns are extremely 
numerous. Every one, if I may ſo ſpeak, 
has one peculiar to himſelf: but without 
entering into a ſuperfluous detail, I will only 

mention the admirable effects of the prepa- 
rations of Lead in burns. Before the extract 
of Saturn was known, I have ſeen able ſur-

geons make uſe of an ointment of Lead with 
great ſucceſs on theſe occaſions. I myſelf had 
occaſion to uſe it, happily for Mademoiſelle - 
Sybille, who had a conſiderable burn on her 
face and neck, to which one of my col- 
legues had made applications before, which 
irritated the parts ſo much as to bring on a 
violent fever: I applied the ointment of 


Lead, which inſtantaneouſly aſſuaged the 


pain, and compleated the cure in a fhort 
time. p 

Our method of cure in theſe complaints is 
very ſimple : it conlifts in the application of 
compreſſes, dipped in the vegeto-mineral 
water, on the part which is burned. If the 
outward teguments remain unbroken, we need 
only keep the compreſſes conſtantly moiſten- 
ed with the above water; if the burn is 


deeper, if the teguments are injured, and 


there is a wound, little pieces of fine lint 
may be applied, covered with the ointment: 
of which we ſhall give an account in the 
Formulæ; taking care to cover the whole 


with compreſſes dipt in the vegeto-mineral 


water, which muft be moiſtened from time 
to time. By this method of proceeding, the 
pains are not only immediately calmed, but 
the diſeaſe radically cured.

A CHILD of twelve years of age had his arm, 


| fore-arm, and the right ſide of his breaſt burnt, by 
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| ſome ſcalding broth, which a ſervant had let fall up- 


on him: the parts became of a ſhining red; the 
pains were as great,. as the ſmarting was inſupport- 


able. Having examined the patient, I immediately 


ſent for the extract of Saturn; but, in the mean 


time, ordered the parts to be fomented by com- 


preſſes dipped in vinegar and water, which contri- 
buted a little to eaſe the pain. Upon getting the 


extract, I ſoon made the vegeto-mineral water, with 
which I continued to foment the parts till they 
were healed ; which was ſoon after the application.

Theſe few Obſervations, added to thoſe 


| which treat of Burns cauſed by gun-powder, 


in the next Chapter, may appear ſufficient to 
induce at leaſt the practitioner to try the effi- 
cacy of the extract of Saturn againſt burns: 
its uſe is not ſo much to be dreaded as that 


of aſtringent and ſtimulating remedies; nor 


are there the ſame inconveniencies attending 


it, which reſult from emollients, from plaiſters 


which are ' termed defenſores, from. black 
ſoap, and many other topics; whoſe bad ef- 
fects, to my great ſurprize, have not engaged 


the maſters of the art to ſeek a more effica» 
cious remedy. l 


SECTION I 
THERE are few ſubjects in ſurgery 
which merit more attention than ſuch as treat 
of gun-ſhot' wounds. By theſe wounds are 


underſtood ſuch as are made by a ball, or 
any other hard body, forced from the cavity. 


of fire-arms by the exploſion of gun-powder. 
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The bad effects of wounds from fire-arms 
may be conſidered in three different points of 
view. I. If any part of our body is injured 
by an explofion of powder, nothing but a 
burn will enſue, which will be more or leſs 
violent, according to the quantity of powder 
exploded, the force with which it has ſtruck 
and penetrated the parts, and the extent and 
nature of the parts burnt. 2. Balls, or any 
other body, ſent out of fire-arms, do not al- 
ways cauſe wounds, but ſometimes only con- 
tuſions, which are in general much to be 
feared, whether they are conſidered only in 
themſelves, or with reſpect to the ſhock and 
commotion, which are often communicated 
From the contuſed part to the whole frame. 
3. The violence with which fire-arms expel 


| tte ſolid bodies peat up in them, may enable 


us cally to comprehend, why the wounds 
which follow them are ſo frequent. A view 
Alone of theſe wounds is ſufficient to prove, 
how dangerous they are in their nature: their 
ps and ſurface are not ſmooth and uniform, 
as in thoſe made by a ſharp inſtrument, but 
the fleſh 1s bruiſed, unequally tore, and jagged. 
But it would detain us from our preſent ſub- 
Jject, to give a long detail of the difference, 
=. ſymptoms, complications, and effects of theſe 
Kies. | | 

| Neo it is very certain, that nothing is leſs 
fixed, or more undecided, than the methods 
which have been and are now uſed in the 
treatment of gun- ſhot wounds, * 
On Ir. 
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Mr. Raaby, an Enghiſh ſurgeon, recommend 
ſoftening with oil the firſt dreſſing; others, 
which is much the ſame, uſe emollient ca- 
taplaſms. This is thegeneral method, when 
they are attended with inflammation. Some 
make uſe of aromatic wine, when there is a 
contuſion and tumour : a practice which ſuf- 
ficiently agrees with the indication which 
ought to be fulfilled. Others, again, make 
uſe of fpirituous medicines, which may be of 
ſervice, when mixed with other ingredients; 
but which, I believe, are always injurious, 
when applied alone, even in caſe of a morti- 
Rene neee, 

I would not have ſpoken ſo deciſivelx 
againſt the bad conſequences of the oommon 
practice of treating this ſpecies of wounds, 
had I not been well convinced of them, It 
is one of the moſt intereſting points in ſur- 
gery, which we ſhould by no means overlook, 
by ſuffering ourſelves to be miſſed by former 
practice, inſtead ef conſidering how to im- 
prove upon it. | 2132 

The infallibility of the good effects of 'the 
extract of Saturn will fecure the practitioner, 
who ſhall preſcribe it in the treatment of gun- 
ſhot wounds, from 'the errors which attend 
the other methods hitherto adopted on the 
like occaſions; for T am not afraid to aſſert, 
that in a ſhort time after the application of 
this medicine, the accidents uſually attend- 
ing theſe complaints, ſuch as inflammation, 

twelling, &c. will be diminiſhed. - I. a 
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alſo thoroughly perſuaded, that by a proper 
attention in the application of our medicine, 
the cure of many gun-ſhot wounds might be 
effected, which are ranked amongſt thoſe 
which require amputation. However, I do 
not pretend here to ſpeak of ſuch as are 
cauſed by violent ſhocks, and attended with 
a loſs of ſubſtance in eſſential Pan, es 
of the bowels, c. 

What a conſiderable loſs do his Maj yeſty's 


troops ſuffer, by the non-application of this 


extract, both in the field and hoſpitals, where 
the wounded fwarm? We have neglected no- 
thing to make it public; and the moſt fa- 
vourable experiments have juſtified our opi- 
nion: yet by an inconceivable infatuation, its 
uſe is by no means ſo general as it ought to 
be. Why have not modern authors, who 
have written ex profeſſo on gun-ſhot wounds, 
and the manner of treating them, had can- 
dour enough to acknowledge the inſuffi- 
Ciency, or rather the danger, of the moſt 
generally received proceſſes | ? If they would 
only take the trouble to make trials of our 
application, the good effects of which we 
cannot ſufficiently extol, perhaps they * 
be forced to declare in its favour.

'T HE biſhop of Caſtres, who has made uſe of

brought to the Hoſpital of Andernaſt, where I at- 
tended him.

He informed me, that the 
wound had often been injected with barley-water 
and honey of roſes. From thence I reſolved to in- 
jet ſome of the vegeto-mineral water, which I 
compoſed myſelf. After the fourth „ e there 
came out a piece of his breeches cloth, and the 
day following the wound was cicatrized. I ſaw 
the patient on his return from the baths, three 
months after, and he informed me, that the wound 
had never broke out.

| On the Uſe of the Extract of Saturn in ex- 


ternal Suppurations, and particularly in Ab- 
ſceſſes and Ulcers, ve 9 I 


W E now come to ſuppurations; diſeaſes 
VF which are as common as they are often 
fatal. We underſtand by external ſuppura- 
tions, all thoſe which, by ſigns, denote that 


one or more parts of the body has ſuppu- 


rated, whether the pus is ftill concealed, or 
whether it diſcharges itſelf. This furniſhes 
ſurer grounds for our diagnoſtic. 2 Hl 


The ſkin, muſcles, and above all the fat, 
are the principal ſeats of external ſuppura- 
tions; but they often attack other parts that 


are ſuſceptible of inflammation, ſuch as are 
the membranes, aponeuroſes, tendons, peri- 


oſteum, &c. | 
The ſuppuration of every part is generally 


preceded by a greater or leſs degree of in- - 


flammation; and by this, chiefly, is a judg- 
ment to be formed of the violence of the 


ſuppuration. WK 
Although it has been ſaid with a great deal 


of reaſon, that ſuppuration is the work of 
Nature; it is not leſs true, that it may be 
retarded or promoted by art, according to 
the choice which is made of the medicines 


proper 
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proper for the occaſion. This choice 1s not 
ſo eaſy as is generally imagined, and often 
gives riſe to many inconveniences. This 
ſabject being ſo very important, requires our 
particular attention. 
Emollients, on which we ſufficiently, dealt 
in ſpeaking of Inflammations, are adopted 
by practitioners with at leaſt equal inconveni- 
ences, in the greater part of threatened ſup- 
purations. They tread the beaten path, from 
which they think it unſafe to depart; but a 
cloſer examination will prove to us the inſuf- 
ficiency and the danger of theſe emollient ap- 
plications, in the caſe no before us. 
But to attempt to perſuade the generality 
of Surgeons not to overwhelm, if I may ſo 
ſpeak, an inflamed part, which tends to ſup- 
Puration, with relaxing and ripening gata- 
Plaſms, is to ſpeak a language entirely con- 
trary to their ideas. But what will they ſay, 
if I demonſtrate to them, that without any 
opening, the purulent matter confined in the 
abſceſs may be carried off by reſolution and 
tranſudation? I do not heſitate to publiſh 
theſe facts, though in appearance very ſur- 
Priſing, . becauſe they are confirmed by in- 
numerable experiments. It may therefore 
be looked upon as a truth, that the extract 
of Saturn, applied in its different forms on 
the ſuppurated part, penetrates to the mat- 
ter, and by a very ſingular action cauſes thro” 
the pores of the- ſkin a diſcharge of pus, 
which is found upon the different Greflings Y 
752 1 
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by which means, without coming to any | 


operation, the ſaid pus is by degrees diſperſed, 
and the patient perfectly cured. No other 
reaſon can be given for this phœnomenon, 
than by admitting the- metallic particles to 


have a peculiar power of dilating the pores 


of the ſolid parts which ſurround the mat- 
ter; and ſo far attack and attenuate it, as to 
render it capable of paſſing through theſe 
pores. A point of this importance requires. 
ſome attention in reiterating the experiments, 


Which have ſo well ſucceeded with me; and 
we cannot doubt of the efficacy of this ap- 


plication in inflammatory caſes, not yet 
brought to ſuppuration, ſince it has been at- 
tended with ſuch ſucceſs in actual ſuppuration. 

The view of the ſurgeon, in dreſſing ul- 


cers, ought to be, to reduce them to a ſim- 


ple wound; and this is attained by deterſion: 
after which ulcers, like wounds, want only a 
regeneration of fleſh and ſkin. The object 
of our work is not to enter here into diſcuſ 
ſions, which are often fruitleſs, concerning 
the manner of the growth of fleſh, and for- 
mation of ſkin ; but ſtopping at ſomething 


more ſolid, we will remark, that in the treat- 


ment of ulcers, practical ſurgery has very 
little uniformity. One uſes the ointment of 
Galien, when the ulcer is recent and pain- 
ful; others the balm of Arcæus alone, or 

mixed with bafilicon ; others, in fine, diffe- 


rent ointments, digeſtives, plaiſters, &c. 
Now it appears that the relaxing ointment, as

| hoſpital, for the dreſſing of ſores and ulcers, 


that of Galien, blunts the action of the veſ. 
ſels, on which alone the cleanſing and heal- 


ing the ulcer depends; from whence follow 
proud fleſh, ill-digeſted matter, &c. The 
other ointments, by a powerful irritation of 
the ſound veſſels, add too much to their 
active power; from whence follow inflamma- 


tion, copious ſuppurations, and ſometimes a 
mortification; or at leaſt they . conſiderably 
retard the cure. | EW + on 


If theſe different circumſtances are ſeri- 
ouſly conſidered, we ſhall be convinced, that 


in treating ulcers and ſores, the choice of 
- medicines ought to turn upon ſuch as encreaſe 


the elaſticity of the veſſels, without irritating 
them. This fs the effect of the extract of 
Saturn, which, if applied either as a waſh, or 


4n the form of an ointment, as appears in the 


Formule, preſently alleviates the pain of 
the moſt ſenſible and malignant ulcers, fa- 


vours their ſuppuration, renders fluid the 


” ſtagnant humours in the obſtructed veſſels, 


and quickly brings the moſt obſtinate ulcers 
to cicatrize. f 


What I have here advanced is founded up- 
on a thouſand obſervations and cures, that 


have been made both in our hoſpital and o- 


thers. Beſides, my practice is not very dif- 


ferent from that of the Hoſpital of La Cha- 
rite at Paris; for Mr. Faget the Elder, a 
ſurgeon of very great merit, aſſured me in 


the year 1751, that he conſtantly uſed in that

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the Tripharmacum ointment, whoſe baſis 1s 
well known to be Lead. 7 . 

I own, notwithſtanding, that the effects of 
the moſt approved applications cannot cor- 
rect a corroſive ſuppuration in a patient whole 


blood is infected with a virus, againſt which 


the known remedies have little or no effect: 
For in theſe caſes the greaſe is melted, ſi- 
nus's and burrows are formed. But even in 
theſe our metallic remedy excels all others, in 
calming and curbing the acrimony of the ſup- 
puration, in alleviating the cruel pains it ex- 
cites, preſcribing at the ſame time limits to 
its bad effects, and taking off the bad ſmell} 
which is exhaled. Thus, though the evil it- 
ſelf is incurable, great benefit may accrue 
from its application. e 

I come now to the different methods that 1 
daily follow, and have always followed, in the 


dreſſing of ulcers, beginning with ſuch as arè 


ſimple and recent, and then going to thoſe 
which are antient, callous, painful, putrid, 
ſtinking, and corroſive. 3 

There is nothing more eaſy than the dreſ- 
ſing of ſimple ulcers; I mean ſuch as are 


occaſioned by the opening of an abſceſs : for 
theſe we make uſe of waſhes of the vegeto- 
mineral water, and of injections of the ſame, 


when they are deep; we wet the pledgets 
and firſt compreſs; and cover the former 
with the cerate, as in the Formulz ; we dreſs 
the ſores twice a-day, and by purſuing this me- 
thod, the diſeaſe is _ conquered, 

_— It 
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It is not the ſame with old, foul, bleeding, 


horny, and fetid ulcers ; they obſtinately re- 
ſiſt ordinary applications, and even the beſt 


prove uſeleſs, without the indiſpenſable pre- 

cautions we take in their treatment. If we 
attend to the nature of theſe ulcers, and their 
offenſive and corroſive ſuppuration, we ſhall 
be able to judge of the difficulty of their 
cure; for if they are only dreſſed twice a-day, 
this corroſive ſuppuration deſtroys and de- 
vours, I may ſay in a few moments, the 
action of the moſt excellent applications. 
Having learned from experience, that the 
extract of Saturn, mixed with common wa- 


ter and brandy, in the quantity that will be 


mentioned 1 in 1ts place, is not only ſovereign 
in preventing putrefaction, cleanſing, reſoly- 
ing, calming; bur has the moſt {ſingular 
virtue of blunting the acrimony of the moſt 


bloody and corroſive ſuppurations ; I cannot 


think any other remedy can with equal ſuc- 
ceſs be applied to the cure of old ulcers. I 
dreſs with the ointment I have already men- 
tioned, taking care to waſh the ulcer with 
the vegeto-mineral water a little warm, with 
which the pledgets and compreſſes are to be 
wetted, and to moiſten every hour the band- 
ages with the ſaid water. 

By following this method, [ have not only 
cured the moſt obſtinate and inveterate ul- 
cers, but many others of the profeſſion have 
met with equal ſucceſs, as will be ſeen in the 


Obſervations. But 1 muſt here anticipate an 


objection 
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objection that will neceſſarily be made me, 
and of which I am ſenſible myſelf. F4 
There are ulcers, which are looked upon 
as drains, by which the blood 1s purified, and 
which give riſe, when attempted to be cured, 
to a reflux of vicious matter into the maſs, 
the conſequence of which is much more to be 
dreaded than the ulcer itſelf. This difficulty 
being founded on experience, appears at firſt 
unanſwerable; however, I dare affirm, that 
it makes nothing againſt the method which I 
practiſe. It is certain, in the treatment of 
venereal ulcers, with medicines that have not 
an anti-venereal quality, we only obtain an il- 
luſory cure; and though we make the ulcer 
diſappear, we cannot eradicate the cauſe, It 
is equally certain, that irritating applications, 
repellers, and others of that nature, cannot 
contribute to heal old ulcers without giving 
occaſion to a reflux of vicious matter into the 
blood; and I am well perſuaded, that but 
a very little of this offenſive and corroſive 
matter muſt produce the worſt effects. But 
the reproaches which theſe remedies we have. 
been ſpeaking of ſo juſtly merit, cannot be 
given to our metallic one. It does not act 
by repulſion, nor does it occaſion any reflux 
of matter, as it ſets in motion the ſtagnated 
humours, which choaked up the edges of the 
ulcer, and produces an external ſuppuration ; 
it gently ſtimulates the ſound fleſh, adds to 
its ſpring, and cleanſes at the ſame time 
that it blunts the acrimony of bad ſuppura-

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tions. Thus the pains are abated, and all 
the bad ſymptoms, which generally attend 
malignant ulcers, which it effectually cures, 
by deſtroying the cauſe, which I ſuppoſe 
TO BE LOCAL, What I have here advanced, 
is founded upon fifteen years experience; ſo 
I think it may be depended upon. 
However, I do not pretend to baniſh, in 
the treatment of ulcers, the general or parti- 
cular remedies proper to deſtroy the viru- 
lence that may be found in the blood, and 
which is often the cauſe of bad ſuppurations. 
But in general it is worth while remarking, 
that old and callous ulcers are commonly 
produced by the negle& of ſome incon- 
{iderable fore at firſt, or of ſome inflammation 
that had come to ſuppuration ; which by bad 
treatment often degenerates into an incurable 
ulcer. Now we are not afraid to aſſert, that 
our metallic remedy is as ſovereign in theſe 
kinds of ulcers, as mercury is in the venereal 
diſeaſe ; nor have we ever ſeen any bad effects 
from it. I thought this preamble neceſſary 
to deſtroy antient prejudices, which are ſo 
deeply rooted in mens minds, and which it 
is no eaſy taſk to remove. I now come to

OBSERVATION I. 
Communicated by Mr. ESPINAS. 
Mz. DURAND, a cutler of this town, went 


to Mr. Eſpinas, a pupil of mine, to aſſuage the 
violent pains of an ulcer, which extended from the 


middle of his leg to the lower part of the malleo- 


Jus internus; an inſupportab!e, cadaverous ſtench 
iſſued from it, and the edges were hard, callous, 
and turned back; the whole was of a livid colour, 


bordering upon black : the patient had been trou- 
bled with it for forty years, during which time 


many ſurgeons had undertaken the cure. The 


violence of the pain did not ſuffer him to enjoy 


any eaſe day or night ; he was incapable of any 
exerciſe, and never quitted his bed, but to be 


carried into his chair. Mr. Eſpinas, who had 
daily been a witneſs of the good effects of our 


remedy, in the Military Hoſpital, did not heſitate to 
make uſe of it. He dreſſed the patient after the 
manner already deſcribed ; in three hours time the 
in was abated, and in four-and-twenty gone off. 
[he ſmel] of the pus changed by degrees, and 
ceaſed to be offenſive. In ſhort, in leſs than two

OBSERVATION II. 

One MEJAN, a ſervant, came to conſult me 
about a ſcrophulous, ſordid, and fetid ulcer, which: 


he had under his right ear. I looked upon the 
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ulcer as venereal, and in conſequence, ordered 


him to bathe it, and uſe mercurial frictions, 
which inſtead of relieving, encreaſed the diſorder, 


This ulcer continued to corrode the adjacent 


parts ; it penetrated to the internal part of the ear, 


and the cheek of the ſame ſide: he was dreſſed with 


our cerate, and the vegeto-mineral water, with 
which the ulcerated part was waſhed many times a 
day, over which compreſſes were laid, wetted in 
the ſame. This remedy diminiſhed the pain, but 
not the ulcer; upon which the patient was obliged 
to go to Bareges ; from whence he returned, after 


a long ſtay, without being cured. Upon his ar- 
rival at Montpellier, he came again to conſult me. 


I told him that my remedy was beſt adapted to 
his caſe, but at the ſame time, that great attention 


was to be paid to the dreſſings, which ought to 


be very frequent. By following my advice, he had 


the ſatisfaction of ſeeing the ulcer gradually dimi-

Since the writing of this Obſervation, many 

ulcers have appeared in different parts of his body, 
as upon the ſhoulder, neck, and head; in which 


parts the bones are diſcoverable for a conſiderable 


extent. Our medicine always effected the cure of 


this evil, although unaſſiſted by a regular regimen. 
It is true, that a ſmall ulcer yet remains, and 


many more are to be apprehended; but as the 
ſource of the evil conſiſts in a vicious ſtate of the 
blood and juices, it will eaſily be allowed that the 
credit of our medicine will by no means be hurt 


upon that account; ſince it has brought about, 
both in regard to this man as well as many others,

Theſe ulcers were of the moſt malignant kind, 
with very callous edges; and the ſuppuration was 
of ſo bad a quality, that it corroded all the neigh- 
bouring parts: That on the leg had deſtroyed part 
of the muſculi gemini; and tie one on tie hand, 
the muſculi interoſſei. Tne matter had penetrated 
— the hand; the flexor tendons of the fingers 


were laid bare; the patient ſuffered excruciating 


pony and the whole was horrible to the eye. 


e told us, that ſuch had been his ſituation for 
two years paſt, which gave reaſon to ſuſpect that 


it proceeded from a ſcrophulous habit of body; 


many ſurgeons had undertaken his cure; and his 
pittance being ſpent in ſearch of it, he reſolved to 
get into the hoſpital, 3 3 

I ordered him to be dreſſed according to my 
uſual method: the ulcer was injected with our 
liquor, and the pledgets covered with the cerate ; 
the compreſſes dipped in the vegeto-mineral water, 
were often moiſtened, and the dreſſings conſtant'y 
changed twice a day. In eight days, there was a 
great change for the better; but the patient having 
given ſome reaſon to ſuſpect, - that ' they might 
have been produced by-a venereal cauſe, I pre- 
pared him for the frictions by a proper hath. - 
Before the uſe of the mercury,. the cure-was much 


advanced, and compleated before the mercury took 


effect. Many who followed me in my viſits, were 
ſurpriſed at this cure, and were no leſs fo at the 


celerity with which it had been performed. 
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OBSERVATION IV. 


| Ms. RYMBAUL, purſer to the king's ſhips, 


came to me in the year 1755, to be cured of an 


ulcer in each leg, with which he had been afflicted 


tor twenty years paſt, and had hitherto been deemed 
incurable, Theſe ulcers were of the malignant 


kind, their edges hard and callous, the ſuppura- 


tion very offenſive; and the whole was attended 
with violent pains, an inflammatory heat, and 
tumefaction. I treated this patient in the. 
fame manner I had done the former, except the 
mercurial frictions : and I own ſhould have been 


ſurprized with this cure, had I not been eye-wit- 


neſs of the former. In ſix weeks he was perfectly 
well, and able to return home. he 


OBSERVATION V. 

A SOLDIER of the regiment of Burgundy, 
had been afflicted for ſeven years with an ulcer 
in the middle part of his leg. Its edges were 
hard and callous ; he had been ſalivated without 
ſucceſs ; but by a methodical dreſſing, ſuch as. we 


have above deſcribed, the ulcer was perfectly cured 


in a very ſhort time. 7 
OBSERVATION VI 
A WOMAN with child had ſome conſider- 
able ulcers round the vulva, which cauſed inſup- 
portable pains, that no medicine could calm, 


Being well aſſured they were not venereal, I pre- 
ſcribed my medicine, which gave her eaſe, and 


performed the cure. 


OBSERVATION VI. 


A DRUGGIST of Genoa had an inflam- 
matory wcer on his leg, of a long ſtanding. I 


cured 
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was ſituated on the protuberance of the ſhoulder, 
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cured him in eight or ten days by the uſe of my 
medicine. 

OBSERVATION VIIL 476 

Mx. DUBRUEIL, lHeutenant-eotonet of the 
regiment of Belloy, defired I would pay a viſit ts 
the major of the ſame regiment, who. had five 
ſcrophulous ulcers in his arm, attended with great 
inflammation. They had been dreſſed for ſeveral 
years, without alteration for the better. I under- 
took the cure of this patient, whom I treated as 
the former. He ſoon found eaſe :. in ten days four 
of the ulcers were cicatrized ; and the fifth, which 


was cured in fifteen.

After two months 
dreſſing, two puſtules appeared, which contained a 
yellowiſh corroſive fluid: the ulcer, whoſe borders 
were become callous, and like thoſe of maliguant 
ones, ſpread further. Barege, lime-water, and every 
thing elſe was made uſe of without ſucceſs. This 
induced Mr. Regis to have recourſe to the extract

this caries was accompanied with many ſinuſſes, 
along the upper part of the foot. I injected the 
extract of Saturn without modifying it, and applied 
it to the bones by means of pledgets.

A SOLDIER of the regiment of Mailly had 
been troubled, for four or hve years paſt, with a 
cancerous ulcer,. which occupie all the anterior 
part of the leg, with a tumefaction of the middle 
part of the tibia. I gave him a bottle of the vegeto- 
mineral water, and deſired him to wet the com- 
preſſes, when he found them dry; and, as he had 
the advantage of being near a ſtove, he warmed the 
water, My patient followed punctually my or- 
ders: in about four or five days, I perceived the 

. edges of the ulcer much cleaner, the bottom red, 

and the vacancies filled up with good fleſh ; and 
that, by perſeverance, he was in a fair way of be- 
ing tured, In fine, after a month's application of 

this medicine, he was not only freed from this 
ulcer, but likewiſe from the tumefaction of the W 
tibia. Of this fact, Mr. Laroque, phyſician to 
the army and to the hoſpital at Duiſbourgh, was 
an eye-witnefs. This phyſician could not help 

| mentioning the cure; and atteſted it, by a me- 
moir, which I ſent to Monſ. De Paulmy, then

Now 
as the oppoſition from the ſkin 1s much greater 
than that from the parts below it, it is not 
ſurpriſing that matter, which has no external 
vent, ſhould attack the adipoſe membrane, 
and the muſcles themſelves; thereby occa- 
fioning ſimuſſes, hard tumours, calloſities, 


and ſometimes a caries of ſuch bones as are

A judicious practice might prevent theſe 

accidents, which too frequently attend the 

common methods of cure. To this end the 


_ uſual applications, in inflammations, muſt be 
abſolutely laid aſide, and ours {ubſtituted in 
their ſtead, either in a cataplaſm, lotion, or 


otherwiſe. By this means, the inflammation 
may be removed, or if ſuppuration cannot 
be prevented, it may be at leaſt confined. to 
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narrow bounds, When this laſt is the caſe,

OBSERVATION L 


ONE CHARLES HERBILL ON, called 
the Tulip, a ſoldier of the regiment of Soiſſonois, 
had three fiſtulous ulcers; one in the middle of 
the coronal ſuture of a confiderable extent, the 
ſecond on the middle part of the right parietal bone, 
and the third near the coronal ſuture : the bones of 
each were viſible. Theſe three ulcers were owing to 
encyſted tumours, which had broke of themſelves. 
The patient was free from any venereal taint, I 
ordered lotions to be made of the vegeto-mineral 
water, and the cerate to be poured into the ſinuſſes, 
with which the pledgets were covered ; the patient 


was dreſſed twice a day, and he took care himſelf

Mx. REGIS, ſurgeon, of this town, was ſent 


for to a lady, who had a fiſtulous ulcer in the in- 
ferior and internal part of the leg, which had been 
occaſioned by an eriſipelas, which had ſuppurated, 
The patient had kept her bed for fix weeks, and 
would never conſent to have the ulcer laid open. 
There were many calloſtties round its edge, and a 
conſiderable tumefaction. Having. introduced a 
probe into the fiſtula, a ſamous matter was diſ- 
charged, and three finus's were diſcovered, of three 
fingers breadth each, which ran in different direc- 
tions. As an inciſion was not approved of, we 
were obliged to keep the wound open by tents. 
Mr. Regis then made uſe of my extract, which he 
injected; but thinking this method tedious, he had 
recourſe to the green balſam, and Bareges water: 
but he was foon obliped to lay aſide theſe remedies, 
and return to mine, on account of an eriſipelatous 
inflammation, which he diſperſed very ſoon with 
the vegeto- mineral water. He had ſoon after the 
ſatisfaction of ſeeing the bad ſymptoms diſappear, 


and the ulcer cicatrize. 


OBSERVATION V. 


ONE TOULOUSE, ſervant to the Count de

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CHAP. IV. 


On Cancers, whether occult or ulcerated; and of 
the Action of the Extract of Saturn againſ 
theſe Complaints. 


TT is a received opinion among phyſicians 
and ſurgeons, that external applications 
are uſeleſs, and generally dangerous, in the 
treatment of cancerous tumours. This opi- 
nion is adopted by practitioners of the higheft 
reputation. Mr. Van Swieten, in his Com- 
mentaries on the Aphoriſms of Boerhaave, 
declares himſelf ef Hildanus's opinion, 
whoſe Obſervations prove, that plaiſters of 
mucilage and melilot, mild as they are, aug- 
ment the redneſs and pain of a cancer as of- 
ten as applied. This obſervation, ſays the 
illuſtrious Commentator, juſtifies the apho- 
riſm of Hippocrates, . who teaches us not to 
attempt the cure of occult cancers. We 
likewiſe find in Hildanus, and in other Obſer- 
vations, a number of examples which con- 
firm the truth of Hippocrates's opinion. 
This opinion, ſo univerſally adopted, is the 
- cauſe of theſe unhappy ſufferers being left a 
ſacrifice to the moſt horrible pains, which no 
medicine can calm,” and which frequently 
conduct them to their graves. From hence 
one 
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one may judge of what importance it would 
be to diſcover a medicine, capable not only 
of relieving, but even of curing this other- 
wiſe invincible and cruel diſorder. Now I 
have the comfort to think, that I have dit- 
covered ſuch a medicine in the extract of 
Saturn, applied in the different forms which 
are ſpecified in the following Obſervations. 
The effects which I have ſeen, and thoſe 
which my brethren have experienced, entitle 
me to affirm it; and I beg thoſe of the pro- 
feſſion to examine its effects without preju- 
dice.

Again, by getting to the bottom of the 
grievance, it gives motion to the inſpiſſated 
and ſtagnated fluids, without any inconve- 
nience reſulting from it; and if the applica- 
tion is continued, the cancerous tumour is 
_ obſerved to diſperſe, or at leaft it gives caſe 
to the patient, which is no ſmall point ganas. 
R But 
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But we are not to negle& internal remedies 
during the external uſe of the extract of Sa. 
turn. I look upon this remedy, with reſpect 
to the greater part of external complaints, 
and particularly for the treatment of ſchir- 
rhous tumours, as I do the preparations of 
ſteel for the removing of obſtructions and 
complaints of the bowels; or thoſe of mer- 
cury for the yenereal diſeaſe; but with this 
diſtinction, that the efficacy of the different 
Preparations of Lead is more to be depended 
on, than thoſe of ſteel for ſchirrhous tu- 
mours and obſtructions, which every om 
knows often baffle them. 2 
I ſhall place at the head of my Obſerva- 
tions on this ſubject, a letter written to the 
wife of the Intendant of Languedoc, by a 
lady of her acquaintance, who had applied

From this Obſervation, joined with many 
others, conſequences may be drawn of the 
moſt beneficial kind ; for they ſerve to prove 
by experiments, how much thoſe are, and 
have been, to blame, who forbid external ap- 
plications on cancers, whether in their com- 
mencement, or after they are confirmed. 
But the greateſt advantages of all are their 


methods of cure. We cannot ſay too much 


to prove our aſſertions, ſeeing. our opinion 
contradicts that of the greateſt men; and 
that it is by obſervations and reiterated ex- 
periments only, we can bring others to the 


lame way of thinking with ourſelves,

Let me be allowed to remark here, that 
in the royal hoſpitals, a better remedy can- 
not be employed in rheumatic pains than that 
which not only myſelf, but many others of 
the faculty have found to be ſo efficacious 
on theſe occaſions. The ſoldiers afflicted 
with theſe complaints, when brought to the 
hoſpital, find no ſpecific remedy, and are 
obliged to wait the ſeaſons for bathing in 
mineral waters, which often prove leſs ef. 
fectual than the remedy I propoſe. It may 
be objected, that the hoſpital muſt be at a

GOUTY and RHEUM ATIC PAINS. rar 
novia being too thick and ſharp, when accu- 
mulated either in the cavity of the joints, or 
in the glands that are diſperſed in the capſu- 
lar and articular ligaments, excites cruel 
pains of the gout, which laudanum itfelf 
cannot relieve. The extract of Saturn, by 
its ſearching, diſperſing, and anodine quality,

Different remedies 
were preſcribed without ſucceſs, which made them 
fear ſhe would become a cripple. In fine, ſhe was 
brought to me; and upon examination I was of 
opinion, that the part affected ſhould be bathed with 
the vegeto-mineral water warm, and then covered 


up with warm cloths, This was accordingly done 


twice a day; and in about ten or twelve days 
ſhe was ſo well recovered, as to be in the ſtreets 
with her mother; where I met her, not without

Obſervation, becauſe I think it uſeleſs to 
add any others, which would indeed be too 
numerous, conſidering the great uſe which

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E T1 ERS may, in general, be 
looked upon either as affections pure- 


y local, or as diſeaſes that are occaſioned 


by a vitious quality of the general maſs of 
the blood and lymph. The firſt ſpecies 
preſuppoſes a morbific change in ſome part 
of the texture of the ſkin, in conſequence 
of which the humours ſtop, and afterwards 
acquire more or leſs acrimony and viſcidity ; 


| the others eſſentially depend upon a parti- 


cular depravation of the humours, and prin- 
cipally of thoſe that are lymphatic. This 
ſecond ſpecies of tetters is often hereditary, 
and more difficult to cure than the firſt; 
the morbific cauſe being not leſs general 
than it is in the venereal diſeaſe, ſcurvy, 


king's-evil, &c. 


This cauſe once ſuppoſed, it will be very 
eaſy to explain, why tetters indiſtinctly ap- 
pear in every part of the body? why they 
are fixt ſometimes to one part, and ſome- 
times paſs from one place to another? why, 
having once diſappeared, either by the effect 
of medicine or ſimple efforts of nature, 
they return again when they are leaſt ex- 

G 3 pected, 
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pected, eſpecially when a bad uſe has been 
made of the nonnaturals; as when the ex- 
erciſe has been too violent, when ſpirituous 
liquors have been taken too freely, &c. 
My deſign is not to enter here into a the- 
oretic detail of the different kinds of tetters, 
or of all the cauſes which produce them, 
and the marks by which they are diſtin- 
guiſhed. I only mean to inſinuate that theſe 
cutaneous eruptions, whether ſimple or com- 
plicated, or even hereditary, may not only 
be undertaken, but radically cured, with- 
out the danger of thoſe accidents, which are 
magnified by a ſet of practitioners, who 
are pleaſed to ſtile this diſeaſe Incurable. 
My remedy prevents every miſchievous ac-

dry, moiſt, pimpled, ſcabby, cruſty, &c. It 
"6h, fact, of ee 1 4 convinced by a 
practice of between fifteen and eighteen 
years, particularly in the Royal Hoſpital, 
where, during the ſpace of more than ten 
years, I have met with the greateſt ſucceſs 
in the treatment of all tetters that I met 
with in my practice there; though, amongft 
the numbers of thoſe that I ſaw afflicted with 
them, there were many that reſembled real 
lepers. 3 1 — 
I once thought, with the reſt of practition- 
ers, that the cutaneous diſeafes that are 
produced by a general vice of the maſs of 
the blood, ought never to be treated by ex- 
ternal applications; ſeeing theſe diſeaſes . 
| ordi- 
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ordinarily ſalutary drains for purifying the 
blood, and that moſt part of the external 
applications have a repelling quality, which 
drives the matter back into the maſs of hu- 
mours, where 1t produces more dangerous 
accidents than thoſe which are cauſed by 
the matter itſelf, when permitted to dit- 
charge itſelf through thoſe parts of the ſkin 


where nature has left a paſſage. I ſhould 


not have changed my opinion concerning the 
treatment of tetters, if I had not been per- 
fectly convinced, that my metallic remedy 
has no repelling quality ; and if I had not 
ſeen in my practice a number of patients at- 
tacked with other cutaneous diſeaſes of long 
ſtanding, radically cured without any in- 


convenience; though the gentlemen of the 


profeſſion who had viſited the patients be- 
fore I was called in, had declared the dif 
order to be a critical diſcharge from the maſs 
of blood. In a word, I am aſſured, by a 
very long experience, that the repeiling 
quality attributed to lead is a chimera; and 
my opinion will be readily embraced by 


all who will take the trouble to reflect, not 


only on the efficacy of this remedy, in caſes 
where ſtagnated humours are to be diſperſed, 
but likewiſe on its analogy with crude mer- 


cury, which acts by its weight, and the di- 


viſibility of its parts. Now Lead having parts 
ſtill more ffine, mild, ponderous, and not 
leſs diviſible, is of conſequence as proper to 


divide. and diſperſe the morbific concreti- 
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cretions produced by certain ferments, that 
infect the maſs of blood, and deſtroy them 
as efficaciouſly as mercury deſtroys venereal 
concretions. This is demonſtrated by its action 
upon obſtructions of inflamed veſſels, upon 
tumours almoſt arrived at a ſtate of ſuppu- 
ration, upon ſchirrhous ones, excreſcences, 
and horny concretions. A more concluſive 
fact may ſtill be urged againſt ſuch as in- 
ſinuate a repelling quality to the preparations 
of Lead, from the experience of thoſe who 
have the itch, and make uſe of our remedy 
for it; for it has always been found, that in- 
ſtead of repelling the morbific matter, this 
promoted the eruption, by the early appear- 
ance of a number of pimples, which dryed 
and fell off in the courſe of the treatment. 
This obſervation has been juſtified in the 
cure of the itch in two thouſand five hun- 
dred patients (ſee the Chapter on the Itch) 
effected by my remedy, without any bad 
conſequences ever happening.

patient. If theſe precautions are taken, we 
need be under no apprehenſion for the 


events, but may reſt in the greateſt ſecuri- 


ty : for I dare advance upon the foundation 
of a long experience, that the fame ſucceſs 
follows this treatment of the moſt inveterate 
and envenomed tetters, as does that of the 
moſt confirmed pox when it has been me- 
thodically treated; that is to ſay, when frictions 
have been preceded by proper preparations. 
As often as we dreſs the patients with 
our metallic remedy, the eruption becomes 
more viſthle. We conclude that this matter 
is dried up in certain places of the part af- 
fected, eſpecially when the tetter is cruſtect 
or ulcerated, if a fine red ſkin is drawn over 
the healed part, while the neighbouring 
places continue to yield a thin, yellow hu- 


mour, which never ceaſes to run tilł it is 


entirely exhauſted: this humour is leſs fen= 


fle, when the tetters have a White head.

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Tetters are in general very troubleſome, 
either from the inſupportable itchings that 
they occaſion, or from an acrimonious ſup. 
puration. Thoſe who are afflicted with this 
diſcaſe, are much inclined to ſcratch, which 
o irritates and inflames the ſkin, as to pro- 


duce reſtleſs nights : ſometimes, again, the 


parts inflame, ſuppurate, and ulcerate ; and 
it is not at all uncommon to ſee theſe ulcers 
become habitual, for the want of proper 
remedies to calm the irritations, and blunt 
the acrtmony of the purulent matter that 
runs from them. BY. 

The variety of external applications in the 
treatment of tetters is almoſt infinite: but 
Jam not afraid to aſſert, that many are 
uſeleſs, and others dangerous. To be con- 
vinced of this, it is ſufficient to peruſe the 
works of practitioners who have treated of 
{urgery, and particularly the Treatiſe of Tur- 
ner, who is the beſt writer upon the diſeaſes of 
the ſkin. This author preſcribes a · number of 
remedies; but there is not one upon which 
we can depend for a radical cure of tetters; 
while it would be extremely dangerous to 
make uſe of many which he has recommend- 
ed: ſuch are thoſe which are compounded of 
vitriol, alum, lime, the ſublimate in pow- 
der, mercury, verdigriſe, white precipitate, 
red precipitate, and a number of other in- 
gredients, of which the action was never 
well aſcertained, and always to be ſuſpected.

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detail is this; That it is a matter of great 
importance to have diſcovered a ſpecific re- 
medy for the cure of tetters, which are 


often attended with the moſt fatal conſe-

Many remedies 
had been made uſe of without ſucceſs. On his ar- 
rival at Montpellier, he called a conſultation of 
meſſieurs Lazermes, Serrane ſenior, and myſelf.

ABOUT two years ago, Mr. Lagarde, valet-de- 
chambre to the chevalier De Saint-Prieſt, had a fall 
from his horſe, by which accident the fore-part of 
his ſhoulder and breaſt were bruiſed.

water, brandy, and at laſt a plaiſter was applied, 
which he wore for fix weeks.

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CHAP. VIIL 

On the lich. 


TH itch is an eruption of little cuta- 
| neous puſtules, which may be indiſcri- 
minately ſpread over the whole body, except 
the face; but is more particularly remarkable 
on the wriſts, between the fingers, on the 
arms, hams, and thighs. 3 
The itch is generally divided into two 
kinds: one is called the dry or canine, the 
other the moiſt itch : but theſe two may be 
ſubdivided into four other kinds, which de- 
ſerve the particular attention of a judicious 
practitioner. To follow this ſubdiviſion, in- 
dicated by Mr. Raimond, in his Treatiſe upon 
diſeaſes that are dangerous to cure, we will 
conſider the itch under four different points 
of view; as, critical, ſpontaneous, ſymptomatic, 
and communicated. The firſt 1s the termina- 
tion of an acute or chronical diſeafe, when 
the matter is depoſited on the ſurface of the 
body. The ſecond appears of itſelf, and is 
not preceded by any illneſs, but is produced 
by a thickneſs and acrimony of humours con- 
trated by a groſs unhealthy diet, and a re- 
ſpiration of a moiſt and foul air; it princi- 
pally attacks ſea-faring people. The third is 
an effect pr ſymptom of another diſeaſe, as 
' venereal 
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venereal complaints, jaundice, fcurvy, &c. 
The fourth is acquired by touching and dwell- 
ing with thoſe who have the itch. 

I ſaid above that the different kinds of 
itch, of which J have given a ſhort account, 
may be moiſt or dry. The dry itch is diſtin- 
guiſned by ſmall and almoſt imperceptible 
pimples, and a very troubleſome itching, 
that obliges the patients to ſcratch, whether 
they will or not. The moiſt, or the great 
itch is generally marked by more conſider- 
able puſtules, even often greater than are 
thoſe of the ſmall-pox : theſe puſtules are 
commonly filled with matter, and cauſe leſs 
itching than is felt in the dry or canine itch. 

There is yet another ſpecies of the itch, 
which I have often obſerved: this is a 
combination - of the moiſt itch and- ulcerated 
and cruſted tetters, It ſhews itſelf in blot- 
ches, as large as the palm of the hand, on 
the arms, legs, and -Wmietimes alſo on other 
parts of the bod. 


The ſeat of the itch is commonly ſaid to 
be in the glands of the texture of the ſkin. 
Mr. Raimond is not at all of that opinion 3 
he thinks that the ſeat of this diſorder is in 
the nipples, or nervous pyramides, that form 
the organ of touch. But neither does his 
ſyſtem appear ſufficiently clear, nor his opi- 
nion probable. * Bat 
It will eaſily be perceived, that the prog- 
noſtic of this diſeaſe muſt vary according to 
the different kinds we .have juſt enumerated. 


The. 
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The eritical terminates a diſeaſe, when the 
morbid matter is entirely depoſited upon 
the ſkin, and then does not require any par. 
ticular treatment. The third kind muſt be 
ranked among the diſeaſes, of which it is a 
complication ; and with regard to the two 
others, that is to ſay, the ſpontaneous itch, 
and that contracted by contagion, we can 
aſſert, that they are not at all dangerous of 
themſelves, but that this may become very 
much ſo, if the matter is imprudently re- 
ors : and this is confirmed by many ob- 
rvations collected by authors, and particu- 
Jarly by Mr. Raimond. It is prete that 
in ſome countries, as in Brittany, the itch 
is endemical; and there we are aſſured, that 
a number of people retain, during their whole 
lives, the leaven of this diſorder, which ſhews 
itſelf in puſtules, that return and diſappear at 
different ſeaſons of the yar. 
We come now to the cure, which varies 
equally with the prognoſtic, according to 
the particular nature of the itch. Of the four 
kinds taken notice of by Mr. Raimond, there 
is not one with which our remedy does not 
very well agree; ſeeing it mvariably produces 
the fame effect, in multiplying the itchy erup- 
tions, and conſequently cleanſing the maſs of 
blood. However, we ſhall ſpeak more par- 
ticularly of that itch which is formed by the 
habit, and of that which is contracted by 
contact with thoſe infected with it, as theſe 
more frequently occur in practice, 
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Few diſcaſes have had more remedies pre- 


ſcribed for them; but Turner's Treatiſe on 
Cutaneous Diſorders preſents us with a mul- 


tiplicity of applications, which are not eaſily 


enumerated, and from which the moſt ſan- 
guine practitioners promiſe a dubious ſuc- 
ceſs. Authors of this claſs muſt have hoped 
to promote the intereſts of mankind. How- 
ever, I ſhall make no apology for affirming, 
that the ſtile and method of theſe writers 
may poſſibly be as prejudicial to young prac- 
titioners, as they are diſagreeable and irkſome 
to their readers. The only two ſpecifics for 

the itch hitherto recommended, are ſulphur 
and mercury. But I think I may, without 
offending any one, with great truth declare, 
that I have often ſeen theſe medicines nor 
only fail of ſucceſs, but produce the very 
worſt effects in patients attacked with the 


itch. Mercury is known to be a heating 
and ſearching remedy, which ſhould never 


be applied but with the greateſt precaution, _ 
and therefore ſhould give place to a cooler 
and ſafer treatment. With regard to ſulphur, 
my own obſervations have convinced me, 
that it is not liable to all the exceptions which 
lie againſt mercury. But not to inſiſt on the 


danger attending it, when not preceded by 


proper preparations, it muſt be allowed, that 
it is neither fo agreeable” nor convenient 2 
medicine as one could wiſh. On the other 
hand, what we here recommend has every 
advantage that can intitle it to a preference

to the other two; not only its effects are 
certain, but it 1s ſo inoffenſive, that no excep- 
tion can poſſibly be taken to the uſe of it. 
To theſe conſiderations I muſt beg leave to 
add another, which is ſuggeſted by the na- 


ture of his majeſty's ſervice. It is certain 


that the military hoſpitals will be maintained 


at a leſs expence, if my remedy be ſubſtituted 
in lieu of thoſe which have hitherto been 


mentioned for the cure of the itch.

much brandy ſhould be put to a quart of 
common water, which ought to be uſed, ge- 
nerally ſpeaking, two or three times a day, in 


the appearance of the itch, during the four 


or five firſt days: But when the eruption 
ſeems to be compleat, and tends towards a 
turn, by drying away, to every quart of 
water, compoſed as above directed, ſhould 
be added an ounce of fea-falt and an ounce 
of allum in powder; which is to be uſed” 
as above. It may not be improper to ob- 
ſerve, that this addition is not abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary for the cure of the itch, and that it 


only ſerves to accelerate it. 
We ſhould add, that the action of our 


remedy ought to be afliſted by a certain de- 


gree of heat, as was obſerved by the ſurgeon- 


major of the hoſpital of Bethune; and as I 


myſelf had formerly remarked to Mr. Imbert, 
inſpector of the hoſpitals, and other phyſi- 


cians and ſurgeons, who did me the honour 


to follow me in my viſits. This will not 


appear ſurpriſing, if it be conſidered that the 
u effect of our remedy conſiſts in 
bringing out the itchy matter through the 


pores of the ſkin; ſo that its action ought 


naturally to be favoured by heat, to procure. 


an abundant tranſpiration. 

However, I have not pretended to aſſert, 
that my medicine would cure the itch when 
combined with the venereal diſeaſe, king's 

H 6 evil, 
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evil, or ſcurvy, as the author of the kalt 
Obſervations ſeems to inſinuate. 

No body is ignorant, that theſe FP 
-require a particular method, and appropri- 
ated medicines. There is room to judge, 
that this author is no practitioner, and that 
he has been betrayed by weak authorities 
into an eſteem of the remedies he propoſes. 
Can he in effect blame the extract of Saturn, 
becauſe he believed it to be a repeller, while 
he recommends an ointment made of allum 
mixed with hog's lard? But no body has the 
leaſt doubt of alum being an aſtringent and 
repeller, though perhaps they have doubted 
of the method by which the extract of Sa- 
turn has. operated. Would any one now, 
with the author of theſe Obſervations, pro- 
poſe the ointment of Citrinum for the treat. 
ment of the itch? There is nothing, in effect, 
more dangerous than the ſolution of mer- 
cury in aqua fortis, although it be mixed 
with lard, and uſed only in external applica- 
tions. The ſame muſt be ſaid of the preci- 
Pitate of mercury, of which vary ane Knows 
the effects. 

We hope that the — — of the rev 
tions will change his ſentiments upon the 
effects of the extract of Saturn, when he has 


examined without prejudice all that I have ſaid, 
to ſubdue this error, in the courſe of this 
work. 

Laſtly, it is with the extract of Saturn 


as with mercury, and All. other excellent re-

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a ; it muſt be uſed with judgment, to 


render it ſerviceable; and 1 will ngly ac- 
knowledge, that a miſapplication f it may 


be attended with danger. But I beg at the 
fame time, that I may be permitted to have 
recourſe to the authority of the Miniſter, to 


make the efficacy of our remedy appear in 


all the caſes for which I recommended it. 


The difference in the time of curing the 


itch, depends upon its quality, duration, 
the number of puſtules, the ſtate of the 
- blood, complications, and laſtly, the ſtate of 

the weather, 


In general, the miliary and puſtulous ch 
are cured in a very ſhort time. 


The itch in the beginning, where the 


eruptions are not as yet entirely manifeſted, 


requires ſome days more for a cure. 
The ſcaly itch takes a little more time in 


the cure, becauſe it is not ſufficient to de- 


ſtroy the cauſe. But we muſt alſo attend, 
after the fall of the ſcales, to the reſtoration 


of the epidermis. 


The itch that is at the ſame time ſcaly and 


like a tetter, requires ſtill more days, becauſe 
we have not only the leaven of the itch to 


ſubdue, but alſo that of the tetter. 
If the venereal diſeaſe, ſcurvy, or the like 

complaint be complicated with the itch, this 

complication muſt be attended to, and muſt 


direct us in the method of cure 


When the blood of thoſe in the iteh is ex- 


rremely heated, ſizy, and acrumonious, ve 


m. | 
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muſt be very liberal in the uſe of fweeteners, 
coolers, diluters, and domeſtic baths. 
Experience has convinced us, that the 
cold weather is not at all favourable to the 
treatment of the itch, becauſe it ſhuts up 
the pores of the ſkin, and retards conſe- 
quently the tranſpiration of the itchy leaven, 
| when it is attenuated in the mihary glands by 
the action of our metallic remedy, 
Although it may appear that patients in 
the itch were cured at Lille, in Flanders, 
ſooner by the common method than by the 
extract of Saturn; yet to decide — 
of their reſpective merit, it would be neceſ- 
ſary to make uſe of both methods at the 
fame time; for the ſucceſs of the common 
method, when employed in warm weather, 
will not aſcertain its ſuperior excellence, 
when compared with ours. For it is cer- 
tain, as I have already remarked, that the 
ſeaſon of the year retards or favours the 
cure of the itch, in whatever manner it is 
treated; and we may venture to ſay, that 
the experiments made with our medicine 
were neither affiſted by a favourable ſeaſon 
or climate; for as the country was northerly, 
the cold mark have been more conſiderable, 
and conſequently retarded the cure, unleſs. 
the rooms of the patients were carefully 
warmed. Without doubt all theſe circum- 
ſtances were more favourable in the other

: Whatever 
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Whatever remedies are made uſe of for 
the cure of the itch, the ſame variations will 
occur, with this difference, that by the uſe of 
our remedy the cure is ſooner compleated 
(ſuppoſing every other circumſtance parallel); 
except when repellers are made uſe of, which 
by driving back the itchy leaven, cauſe the 
eruptions to diſappear, and lay a foundation 


for fatal conſequences : ſuch, for example,

F all the branches of the art, there is 
perhaps not one that has been carried 
to that degree of perfection as the treatment 
of ruptures, and that ſo evidently demon. 
ſtrates the ſuperior excellence of modern ſur- 
gery over that of the antients. I ſhall not 
enter into a detail of the different kinds of 
ruptures, nor of their various cures. Such 
as are deſirous to perfect themſelves in the 
knowledge of this important branch of the 
profeſſion, may conſult the difterent authors 
who have publiſhed very elaborate treatiſes 
| on this ſubject ; but particularly the excel- 
| / lent work of Mr. Arnaud, and the Memoirs 
= of the Royal Academy of Surgery. I ſhall 
| confine myſelf in this place to ſome ſhort re- 
marks upon external applications, the nature 
of the ſtrangled inteſtines, and the operation 
of reducing the inteſtine. | 
Bellofte 1s, I believe, the firſt who made 
it appear, that emollients were hurtful in 
ruptures, with ſtrangulation. He had, how- 
ever, made uſe of them for- thirty years, and 
afterwards baniſhed both them and oily ap- 
plications, which he looked upon with reaſon 
as ,pernicious remedies. I am of opinion,

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however, that the vegeto-mineral liquor, or 
oxycrate, is preferable to ice and ſnow, which 
are recommended by Belloſte. 
With regard to ſtrangulations, I am per- 
ſuaded, that when they begin, there is no 
inflammation, and that there only then exiſts 
an inflation of that part of the gut which is 
engaged in the ring. This infſation of the 

ut is occaſioned by a rarefaction of the ſub- 
| ET confined in this portion of the inteſ- 
tine; and which is the cauſe that the gut 
cannot be puſhed back through the opening 


of the ring, which now is become too ſmall, 


This cannot remain long in this ſituation, 


before the veſſels of the ſtrangled inteſtine 
ſwell, and thence follows an inflammation. I 
am not however of opinten, though it is ge- 


nerally ſuppoſed,” that the ring, which is 
thought to be inflamed, contributes of 
itſelf to the ſtrangulation. I rather look upon 
it, in this caſe, as a cord upon the ſtretch, 


that is not ſuſceptible of relaxation, what- 


ever applications are employed to procure it, 


By what I have ſaid, it is eaſy to perceive, 
that we ought eſſentially to attend to a dimi- 
nution of the ſize of the inteſtine ; ſeeing it 


1s to the increaſed volume of it, we are to 


attribute the impoſſibility of returning it into 
'the abdomen. Now the remedies I have re- 


commended above, I mean the extract of 


Saturn in water, or oxycrate, is the moſt 
proper to anfwer this indication; and the 


ſhorteſt reflection is ſufficient to ſnew, that 
. emol- 
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emollients, by relaxing the coats of: the in- 
teſtine, cannot but render it more ſuſceptible 
of extenſion, and conſequently favour the 
ſtrangulation. Ie ab 

-  The-taxis, or the operation by which we 
reduce the inteſtine, is more difficult than 
is imagined, and I have ſeldom ſeen a ſur- 
geon acquit himſelf with ſucceſs, eſpecially 
when it is attended with ſtrangulation. . - 
I hall now lay before the reader the man- 
ner in which I have been accuſtomed to pro; 


ceed in the reduction of the part. 


After having placed the patient in a proper 


ſituation, I put one hand make the thigh of 
the affected ſide, and apply the other upon 


the tumour. Theſe two hands act in con- 


junction by gentle and eaſy movements. The 
air returns at firſt but in a little quantity, 
and the ſwelling decreaſes but inſenſibly; 
however, we muſt not be too haſty, in the 
operation, as we ſhould only put the patient 
to violent pain, without effecting a reduction 
of the parts. But as the operation, performe 
in the manner I have directed, laſts a conſi- 
derable time, and very much fatigues the 
t, to whom I recommend ſimply 0 
ſupport the parts in the ſame ſtate in which 
left them.

The phyſicians and ſurgeons 
had applied the emollient cataplaſms generally made 
uſe of on the occaſion. My firſt care was to attempt 


the reduction of the inteſtine ; but not ſucceeding in 
my attempt, I replaced the former cataplaſm, and 
we conſulted on the moſt adviſeable methods to be 


taken, to reſcue the patient from the imminent 
danger he was expoſed to. The gentlemen my 


aſſociates conſented to an application of vinegar 
and water, for want of the extract of Saturn: one 


part of vinegar was mixed to three parts of water. 
I cauſed compreſſes, dipped in this mixture, to . 
applied to the tumour; theſe were carefully moiſt- 
ened every half hour, from eleven o'clock in the 
forenoon to ſix in the aſternoon, at which time

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OBSERVATION on. the: Reduktion of a B- 


.  bonocelle, with Strangulation, after four Days 


and a half. 


ON the 20th of October 1759, I was ſent for to 


a blackſmith in my neighbourhood, who had had a 
hernia, with ſtrangulation, for four days and a half, 
"occaſioned by a violent exertion at his trade. He 
ſaid nothing of it to his family. The inteſtine 
was forced out, notwithſtanding a bandage which 


the 'wore. He thought he could reduce it himſelf, 


as he had frequently done; but a nauſea and colic 
'obliged him to ſend for me. I reprimanded him 
for not doing it ſooner. I undertook the redue- 
tion, by the method above deſcribed ; and I was 
the n pleaſed, after a great deal of fatigue, to 
find, that not only the hernia was reduced, but like- 
wiſe that my opinion of reducing hernia's by degrees, 
was confirmed by this difficult operation.

1 well known that the piles are ſwellings 
4 of the veins which ſurround the anus. 
This diſeaſe is produced ** viſcidity of the 
blood and lymph, an obſtruction in ſome of 
the inteſtines of the lower belly, or an irri- 
tation therein occaſioned by the excrements 
being very hard, and of an acrimonious 
diſpoſition. e 

This hardneſs is fo conſiderable in ſome 
ſubjects, that the fœces may be conſidered 
in the efforts that are made to go to ſtool, 
as a ſolid wedge, which is ſtrongly puſhed 
downwards, by the combined action of the 


midriff, and muſcles which ſurround the ab- 
domen, and which acts with violence upon 
the ſides of the rectum, and forces into the 


hæmorrhoidal veſſels a ſuper-abundance of 
blood, which inſenſibly extends them very 
conſiderably. The piles either appear exter- 
nally, or are confined within; which dif- 
ference has occaſioned their being called ex- 
ternal or internal. I have ſeen the laſt of 
an enormous ſize, and put the patient to as 


great pain as a woman ſuffers in labour, and 


that as often as he went to ſtool. 


During 
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DURING my ſtay at Genoa, I was ſent for to 
Patre Cuneo, a religious perſon, and divine to the 
archbiſhop of that city. He had the internal piles, 
which he was obliged to puſh out every time he 
went to ſtool; and it is difficult to expreſs what 


he ſuffered, both when ry cameout and receded. 


He could never be prevailed upon to ſubmit to 
the operation; however, upon my repreſenting to 
him the neceſſity of it, he ſubmitted to it, and it 


was performed after the ordinary preparations in the

The pain could be miti- 
gated by anodynes only. The ſtiffneſs obſervable 


on the part, which was the effect of a ſpaſm, as 1 


ſhall prove further on, ſeemed to authoriſe the ap- 
plication of emollients; and the intenſeneſs of 
the pain could not admit of any medicine which 
did not poſſeſs the anodyne quality in the higheſt 


degree. The inefficacy of this laſt remedy, I mean 


the narcotic, threw me, I own, into the greateſt 
conſternation ; and whilſt I was deliberating on 
the next ſtep which would be proper to take upon 
the occaſion, I luckily thought of trying Mr. Gou- 
lard's vegeto-mineral water. "This I was the more 
tempted to do, having found by various experi- 
ments on others, as well as myſelf, that there is 
no pain, however ſevere, which does not yield to 
its application. To this purpoſe I ordered compreſſes 
to be dipped in the vegeto-mineral water wo 
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which was no ſooner applied, but the pain became 
ſupportable-. This happy ſucceſs convinced me 
that 1 had now hit on the ſpecific ; and the event 
ſoon confirmed my opinion ; for on the ſecond and 
third application the pain was removed, as by a 
charm, To prevent its return, I ordered the uſe 
of the vegeto-mineral water to be continued for 
ſome hours. This precaution I thought neceſlary, 
having obſerved that the pain returned, whenever 
the linnen began to grow dry. By the continued 
uſe of this remedy, the return of the bad ſymp- 
toms was prevented, and the. part was ſo tar 
ſtrengthened, that the patient was able the day 
following to walk, and follow her ordinary occu-

The caſe above related, is a ſtriking inſtance 
of the anodyne virtue of Mr. Goulard's remedy ; 
and, in effect, is it not greatly anodyne, ſince. it 
ſucceeded. in a caſe where narcotics, which are 
looked upan as ſpecifics when. properly. applied, 19 
far from mitigating the pain, only ſerved to en- 
creaſe it? May we not be allowed then to call it 
more ſpecific than ſpecifics themſelves? Though 
this. propoſition may in general be looked upon 
erroneous, it certainly can by no means be ſo in 
the caſe we have juſt mentioned; Mr. Goulard is 
convinced, by a multiplicity of experiments, that 
there is no topical medicine more effectual for al- 
laying inflammatory fevers, than his vegeto-mine- 
ral water. The fact I have juſt related, ſerves 
to prove it no leſs efficacious in eaſing ſuch as do 
not arife from inflammation ; moreover, it proves 
it to poſſeſs a real antiſpaſmodic quality. , 
What I have juſt advanced, is eaſily demon- 
ſtrated ; which I hope to do by ſhewing, that this 
pain entirely proceeded. from a ſpaſmodic affection. 
1. It came on all at once, without any apparent exiſ- 
tence of an internal or external cauſe. This is well 
hos D known 
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known to be the caſe of ſpaſmodic pains ; and the 
patient felt a tenſion and contraction of the part. 
2. The perſon is ſubje& to hyſteric complaints, and 
ſometimes feels ſuch pains in different parts of the 
body, but principally in the breaſt and hypocondria, 
which leaves no room to doubt of the diſorder hay- 
ing been originally occaſioned by an hyſteric af- 
fection, of which a violent ſpaſm was the conſe- 
quence ; and as this affection would yield to no 
application but Mr. Goulard's, we mutt neceſſarily 
allow that medicine a true antiſpaſmodic quality. 

The bad effects of the anodynes, which had 
preceded the application of the vegeto- mineral 
water, and the ſpaſmodic nature of the complaint, 
which had yielded to that medicine, ſerve to con- 
firm a propoſition of Mr. Goulard's, wiich will 
no doubt appear an extraordinary one to thoſe who 
are governed by prejudice, and pay a greater de- 
ference to old errors than any modern matters af 
fact. But to come to the point. Mr. Goulard, 
in the excellent treatiſe he is going to publiſh, is 
not afraid to advance, that the uſe of emollients 
for removing inflammatory tumours, is attended 
with the worſt conſequences. _ Every one knows 
the danger of applying ſuch medicines in an eryſi- 
pelas, though looked upon advantageous in phleg- 
monous inflammations, Mr. Goulard, notwith- 
ſtanding, is well convinced by repeated Obſerva- 
tions, that they are no leſs dangerous in the latter, 
Here theory coincides with practice. In effect, the 
cauſe of tumours being nothing more than the force 
of the fluids being ſuperior to the reſiſtance of 
the ſolids, it is evident, that any thing which 


ſerves to weaken the latter, while the force of the 


former remains in the ſame degree, muſt neceſ- 
ſarily either occaſion _a_ tumour, or add to its vo- 
lume, if already exiſting. Now ſuch appear to be 


the effects of emollients ; it is therefore with reaſon 


that 


ſucceſs. Upon this account I was reſolved to try 
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that Mr, Goulard condemns their uſe in the treat- 
ment of tumours, whether phlegmonous, eryſipe- 
latous, or inflammatory. Let us. next. ſee from 
the caſe I have related, whether we cannot bring a 
freſh proof of the danger of applying emollients tor 
the cure of inflammatory tumours. If theſe appli- 
cations. can ever be proper in ſuch caſes, it muit 
be, where there is a ſpaſmodic affection in the in- 


flamed part, But even in ſuch a caſe they may be 


pernicious, as appears by the freſh ſymptoms, 
ſubſequent to the application of them in the preſent 
Obſervation, We may then. from this draw a very 
ſafe and concluſive argument, That ſince emollients 
proved very pernicious in a caſe where they are 
principally indicated, their uſe ought to be abſo- 
utely baniſhed in the treatment of inflammatory 
tumours, as Mr. Goulard remarks. pigs

V ANDERMOND, of the Month of May,1760. 
OBSERVATION oz an itchy Eruption, 


cured by à Preparation of Lead, by Mr. 
MenurET, M. D. at Montpellier, and a 


Correſpondent of the Royal Society, 
| A SOLDIER of the militia of Aix, in garriſon 


at Montelimart, came in the beginning of Auguſt 
to the hoſpital of this town, at that time under my 
care, His whole body was almoſt entirely covered 


with large itchy puſtules, but they were chiefly on 
his elbows and arms. Theſe puſtules being conti- 


guous and ulcerated, were very diſagreeable to the 


eye, and very troubleſome to the Rk. It was 
fix months fince the eruption fi 


ointment of ſulphur had been often uſed without 


the 
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the vegeto-mineral water, which Mr. Goulard, a 


ſurgeon in great repute at Montpellier, had often 


uſed with ſucceſs on the like occaſion. In conſe- 
quence of this, after the common remedies, I or- 
dered the patient to take an apozem, made of crefles, 
fumitory, and the vulneraries from Switzerland, for 


ſome days; after which I made uſe of my remedy. 


The patient wetted the different parts of his body 
with linnen dipped in the vegeto-mineral water ; the 
ulcers were dreſſed with the ointment of roſes, moiſ- 
tened with ſome of the above water.

I do not pretend here to ex- 
plain the ſingular effect of this remedy; I ſhall 
content myſelf with remarking, that it is unjuſtly 
deemed a repeller, and conſequently laid aſide in 


particular caſes, But if I may be allowed to judge 
of its manner of action on diſorders, for which I 


have applied it, it has always appeared to me to act 


as a reſolver and diſperſer. 


OBSERVATION on the particular Effect 
of the Extract of Saturn, uſed in a large 
Quantity, by Mr. CAVAILLON, Batchelor in 


SOME time ago a hard and indolent tüncur ſeized 


one of my arm-pits, which I neglected at firſt; but 


in a few days it encreaſed ſo much, as to incom- 


mode me, and make me fear the conſequences. 1 


thought it high time to apply a remedy. The diſper- 


ſing and reſolving quality which was well known 
to characteriſe the extract of Saturn, and which 
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was frequently made uſe of by an eminent ſurgeon, 
induced me to look upon this liquor as the beſt 
adapted to my caſe, I began by uſing it in a cata- 
plaſm, in the ordinary doſe; but being impatient 
to diſperſe a tumour whoſe conſequences I dread- 
ed, I thought proper to add confiderably to the 
uſual quantity. From the ſecond day, I put upon 
my catapla m at leaſt three times the ordinary 
quantity, and continued the application in this 
manner for three days ſucceſſively. A few hours 
after I had applied. the firſt, made in the above 
manner, I perceived the tumour inflame, and be- 
come ſoft at the point. This it continued to do 
till the fourth day, when I perceived the matter to 
have forced its way, and the part of my ſhirt 
which covered the arm-pit, tinged with a diſcharge 
mixed with blood : this difcharge had rather an 
acid ſmell, which probably had been communicated 
to it by the extract. The matter did not all come 
away that day; ſome hardneſs {till remained, which 
has ſince been entirely removed by the application 
only of rags, dipped in the vegeto-mineral water, 
made after my method, I mean very ſtrong. 
This Obſervation, ſays Mr. Cavaillon, deſerves 
without doubt the attention of practitioners, as it 
teaches. them a method of diſperſing tumours, 
which are often attended with danger, and not 
eaſily diſperſed by ordinary applications, though 
undertaken in their commencement: it behoves 
them to conſider when, and in what quantity, it 
ought to be made uſe of. ir

mineral water. I took notice, that emollient ca- 
taplaſms, far from relieving the intenſe pains I 
ſuffered, only ſerved to encreaſe them. This is 


an important point, and the more deſerving of our 


particular attention, as it tends to eſtabliſh a fact, 
the diſcovery of which has dcne the more honour 
to its author, as well becauſe it removes the pre- 


judices into which ſome of our oldeſt practitioners 


have been betrayed, as becauſe it furniſhes the art 
of ſurgery with one of its moſt uſeful ſecrets. The 
Academy, already acquainted with the ſucceſsful en- 
quiries of one of its moſt zealous members, will 
naturally deſire to know, what farther information 
J have to offer on the ſubject.

The more 


important the diſcovery, the more firm and e ident 


muſt be the foundations on which it reſts. Though 
Mr. Goulard has ſupported his opinion on the bett 
grounds and reaſons, yet as nothing can more 
clearly demonſtrate it than the evidence of facts 
and inſtances, I cannot think it improper to add 
ſome of my own Obſervations to thoſe of this able 
ſurgeon.

If Mr. Goulard had not condemned ths: uſe | 


of emollient cataplaſms, the experience I had of 
their bad effects, when troubled with a violent in- 


flammation of ＋ eyes, would effectually diſcou- 


rage their uſe. theſe applications could ever be 


made with ſucceſs, I had the greateſt reaſon to pro- 
_ miſe myſelf the moſt deſirable effects. In the hy-

2 it not be ſaid that the pernicious effects 
of theſe app-ications, were owing to ſome latent 
cauſe in my particular habit of body. I am not 
afraid to re apt that they have not been more 
beneficial to other patients. I have had frequent 
opportunities to oblerve, that the uſe of them has 
not been attended with the deſired ſucceſs. I have 
been acquainted with ſeveral patients, who have 
ſuffered by the application of a cataplaſm of apples 
baked in the aſhes, or boiled in milk. I have 
known others, who have found their pains encrea- 
ſed by the uſe of veal, In a word, I had occaſion 
to obſerve in the cure of one of my brothers, that 
the volume of the veſſels of the conjunctiva, was 
_ enlarged by the application of milk and the pulp 
of quince ſeeds, of linſeed and flea-wort, Again, 


I have taken notice that theſe applications never 
produced worſe effects, than when they were made 


on the moſt approved indications. Thus in the 
moſt inflamed ſtate of my eye, emollients proved 
more hurtful, than in the leſs threatening ſtages of 
the diſorder, I have made the ſame Obſervation in 
other caſes. Not only the evidence of plain facts 
demonſtrates the bad effects of emollients, but the 
principles of a ſound 8 abſolutely forbid their 

uſe. Let us ſee, what light theſe principles afford 
towards illuſtrating the objeg of our preſent en- 


quiry. In the inflammation of the eyes, the 1ym- 
pPlühatic 
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phatic veſſels of the conjunctiva are ſtuffed with 
blood. This fluid is impelled into their cavities. 
by a force capable of ſurmounting the reſiſtance. it 
meets with from theſe veſſels, Inflammation is de- 
fined by Mr. Savage to be, that force by which the 


blood is puſhed and impelled into the vellels of the 


part affected. | 
Having thus ſettled the principles, we come now 


to the conſequences to be expected from the appli- 


cation of emollient cataplaſms. The parts to which 
they are applied, are relaxed ; conſequently, the 
diameter of the lymphatic veſſels is enlarged. What 
muſt be the effect? A greater number of the glo- 
bular particles of blood, impelled continually. to-

of the blood on the part affected cannot be encrea-

But the increaſed violence of the inflammation 
is not entirely owing to its enlarged moles and 
encreaſed power of action, but ariſes likewiſe from 
another cauſe, which I will now explain. The 
adventitious globular particles of blood augment 
the reſiſtance of the part to the circulation of the 
blood, which is continually impelled into the veſſels 
of the conjunctiva. This encreaſed reſiſtance muſt 
add to the violence of the complaint. To prove 
this, we need only obſerve, that the ſhock of the 
ſecond againſt the preceding column of blood, 
muſt now be more violent, and the efforts of the 
ſides of che veſſels more. conſiderable. This obſer- 
vation is juſtified by experience. Thus the im- 
preffion made by a body in motion upon another 
dody, is proportioned to the reſiſtance. A fly on 
the wing eludes the action of the moſt powerful 
agents, but is eaſily cruſhed by the body to which 
it oppoſes any reſiſtance. Therefore, the ſhock of 
the blood muſt be more violent when impelled into 
the. inflamed part, where it meets with greater re- 
Hſtan cd. . e 
Again, experience teaches that the preſſure of 
fuids on the tides of the tubes, is proportioned. to 
the force with which they are impelled, and to the 
reſiſtance they meet with in their motion: there- 
fore, as the blood impelled into the veſſels of the con- 
Junctiva, acts with greater force on that which it 
finds there, ſo it preſſes with greater violence on 
the ſides of the tubes that receive it. But as the 
inſtammation is proportioned to the impetuoſity 
with which the blood acts on the part affected, all 
the ſymptoms of the diſorder muſt be encreaſed; and 
as the action muſt neceſſarily be in proportion to 
the reſiſtance of the . it follows, that 
the blood which is impelled into it, by the appli- 
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cation of emollient cataplaſms, cannot faib to en- 


creaſe the inflammation of the eye, which we un- : 
dertook to prove. That theſe applications really 
produce the effect juſt mentioned, and that they 


act in the manner we have explained, may be ga- 
thered not only from what we have ſaid above, but 
from the encreaſed ſymptoms of eriſipelatous tu- 
mours, when treated with relaxing cataplaſms.

OF all the medicines I have uſed for diſſolving

Next to ſal ammo- - 
niac, I have never met with a more powerful diſ- 


ee than a combination of lead and vinegar, 
non by the name of the extract of Saturn. We 
owe this diſcovery to Mr. Goulard, a ſurgeon of 
this city, who enjoys a diſtinguiſhed reputation in 


his profeſſion; and who propoſes to favour the 


public with an account of the ſurpriſing effects of 
this excellent medicine. The great and extenſive 
ſucceſs he has met with from this application in the 
treatment of various ailments, cauſes it to be looked 


upon as one of the moſt valuable acquiſitions made 


by modern ſurgery. The medicine itſelf is not 
new; but the uſe of it is an object ſo intereſting 


and important, and yet ſo little known even in our

COMPOSITION, 
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EXTRACT of SATURN. 


WAKE as many pounds of litharge of gold, 
1 28 * quarts of wine vinegar (if made of 
French wine the better); put them together 
into a proper kettle, and let them boil, or 
rather ſimmer, for an hour, or an hour and 
a quarter, taking care to ſtir them during the 


ebullition with a wooden ſpatula: take the 


kettle off the fire, let the whole ſettle, and 
then pour off the liquor which ſwims Nr 
the top, into bottles for uſGG. 

I ſhall call this liquor the Extract of Saturn 
which is to undergo a farther modification, 3 
I ſhall direct. But I muſt firſt here remark, 
that if it is intended to give this liquor the 
common conſiſtence of an extract, it muſt be 
boiled ſome time longer, after its ſeparation 
from the maſs, taking care firſt to filter it 
through proper paper. By following this 
method, it will become thicker, and of a 
reddiſh colour, and will be in every 1

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like any other extract. I doubt much, whe- 
ther an extract of this kind can be drawn 
trom the liquor of Saturn, which is nothing 
hay ceruſe, thrown into a matraſs, into which 
s' poured "diſtilled vinegar, and digeſted in 
het fand, This water of Saturn is different 
from the extract, of which I am ſpeaking, 
and its effects muſt neceſſarily be leſs powerful 
and extenſive. It is true, indeed, it is uſed 
againſt ſome kinds of inflammations, without 
its property being aſcertained, as its effects 
are dreaded, being ranked, like other prepa- 
rations of lead, among repellers : but I fiat- 
ter = 4 that the Public will lay aſide old 
prejudices, - when they have peruſed this 
work; which ſerves to prove, that there is 
no greater diſperſer than the extract of Saturn, 
which appears to be only a _ ſimple pre- 
Paration of Lead; and which, modified 
after my method, daily aſtoniſhes the maſ- 
ters of the art with its effects. It is with this 
extract I compoſe various topical remedies; 
and as I give it the preference to all others, 

for the treatment of almoſt all chirurgical 
diſorders, I. ſhall give a more circumſtantial 
account of the various Formulz, than is ge- 
neral on the like occaſions. I hall remark ſtill 
farther, that many of the various modifica- 
tions I make the extract of Saturn undergo, 
often agree and concur in the treatment of 
the ſame complaint. After deſcribing each of 
the Formule, I ſhall ſpecify the diſorders 


to Which it is applicable.

1. The vegeto-mineral water is © knw 
ſpecific aga inſt all external inflammarions, 
and — againſt thoſe of the eye; 
but when it is made uſe of for the latter com- 
plaint, great care muſt be taken not to put 
too much of the extract of Saturn; for, an 
organ endowed with ſo great a degree of de- 
licacy and ſenſibility requires particular atten, 
tion. What follows, is well worth ev 
one's attention; for it is very certain, that the* 


extract of Saturn would not fail to irritate, if 
made ule of in too great a quantity; whereas, 


on the contrary, certain and immediate benefit 


will accrue, by beginning with it gradually. 
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For example, put at firſt ten or twelve drops 
of it to à common glaſs of water, and en- 
creaſe them gradually, as the inflammation i is 
ſeen to diſperſe.

1 i O diſſolve the inſpiſſated ſinovia in the 
articulations and ſheaths of the ten- 
dons, to heal wounds near the articulations, 
I make uſe of a pomatum, whoſe effect has 
often ſurpriſed the maſters of the art: the 
following is its compoſition” pn. 
Take two quarts of common water, put 
them into an earthen pipkin, add two oun- 
ces of the extract of Saturn, and eighteen 
ounces of common ſoap cut into ſlices; throw 
them into the pipkin, and let them ſimmer 
over a gentle fire: keep the whole conſtantly 
ſtirred with a ſpatula, till the ſoap is diſſolved; 
then add a dram of camphor; and when 23 
is diſſolved, take the veſſel off the fire, anc 
uſe the pomatum in the following manner ;
